DIET AND HEALTH 


A W inter Disease 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


• The infection known various­ 
ly as acute inflammatory rheu­ 
matism, or acute rheumatic fever, 
occurs in a limited geographic dis­ 
tribution in the United States. 
But it is im portant to everyone 
because in a certain proportion of 
cases the convalescents from the 
infection are invalids for life and 
may m igrate into any region, so

He would hardly believe 
what I told him, th at we had very 
little of it, but not long afterw ard 
I sent him a report from Omaha 
showing th at the hospital adm is­ 
sions of acute rheum atism there 
over a period of years were one- 
tw entieth w hat they were in Mon­ 
treal. 


An Infectious Disease 
"Acute articular rheum atism is 
an infectious disease, but although 
a report of the discovery of the 
cause comes out about every five 
years, the germ which is responsi­ 
ble is still unidentified. In the last 
edition of Cecil’s Practice of Medi­ 
cine it is classified under “Dis­ 
eases of Doubtful or Unknown 
Origin.” Streptococci which lodge 
in tonsils, sinuses and throats 
seem to have something to do 
with it. 
It begins with a high fever, 
drenching 
sweats 
and 
acutely 
inflamed, 
swollen, red, painful 
joints. It may attack one or two 
joints one day, the next day leave 
them and go to others. 
But the joint symptoms are not 
those which make the disease 
notable or dangerous. Rheumatic 
fever is the great cause of heart 
disease the world over. Practically 
all the cases of valvular disease 
of the heart are due to an attack 
of rheum atic fever in young life. 
That is w hat I meant by saying 


above th at the disease is impor­ 
tan t everywhere: a child in Mas­ 
sachusetts may have rheum atic 
fever which affects the heart. 
L ater on the family m igration or 
m arriage may bring th a t child, 
now an adult, to the Middle W est. 
And there valvular heart trouble 
m anifests itself, so the effects of 
the disease are found everywhere. 


Fever Has Different Form s 
There are different form s of 
this fever and it may settle on the 
heart alone and not in the joints. 
If it were simply an acute fever 
which inflamed the joints tem po­ 
rarily, it would not be very seri­ 
ous, These acute joint swellings 
can be controlled by the use of the 
salicylate medicines — which in­ 
clude aspirin. 
But it has been determined be­ 
yond any peradventure of a doubt, 
that if the patient is to be saved 
from future heart trouble, a long 
period of rest should follow- every 
case of acute rheum atic fever. 
This it is not always easy to per­ 
suade the patient to accept. A fter 
a few weeks in bed he feels quite 
well and can see no reason for 
further convalescence. But a t all 
costs, the fam ily and the physician 
m ust persuade him th a t months 
rather than weeks should elapse 
before he resumes full activity. 
We have several good tests of full 
recovery. 
If 
the 
pulse 
rate 
changes 
and 
varies 
it 
means 
longer rest. The blood sedimen­ 
tation test is a good guide. W ith 
im patient patients we can often 
persuade them to stay put. if we 
promise them activity when this 
objective test returns to normal.

P. A. R .:—“ Would you con­ 
sider a four-year-old child too 
young to have a tonsil operation?
